and 
Spring Houses of the Ozarks 
Their M any Uses. 
“ You do not need to go far out of St. 
Iam is to tim) the old-time spring bouse,” 
said a gentlem an connected with one of 
the western railroads. 
“ The prim e requisite of n farm in th e 
early days w as water, and nobody would 
buy a seetion of land anyw here in the 
Ozark region unless it was provided w it!i 
a spring. 
T h e house was usually located 
as near the spring as convenience su g ­ 
gested. and 
then a lte r the borne w as 
secured the next stop was to build a 
spring bouse. 
T ne 
walls 
were m ade 
from 
two to four feet 
thick of any 
rough stone that happened to be handy. 
T he door w as of heavy oak boards and 
fastened with a stout padlock. 
Inside 
the house tluee sides were usually fitted 
out with shelves to bold tin* great crooks 
of milk, ja rs o7 cream and butter, and 
usually the spring bowl was excavated 
so as m form a pool having a uniform 
depth of three to six inches. 
In 
this 
the choicest dairy products were placed 
in order th a t 
they 
might 
be cooiest, 
while over-hend 
stout nails or—hooks 
were fastened to th e rafters to support 
huge roasts, legs of mutton and veal, 
which at the tem perature of forty-five 
degrees or thereabouts would keep fresh 
m any days. 
“ Hals and mice were almost unknown 
about the spring house, but small snakes 
and half-grown frogs were numerous, and 
when the country m aid noticed an un­ 
usual commotion in the ja r 01 milk she 
w as handling she w as not at all surprised 
or frigntened cither when a w ater snake 
slipped out of the ja r and disappeared. 
Nor was the family alarm ed when the 
head of a 
frog appeared in the milk 
pitcher at breakfast. 
The piteher w as 
promptly em ptied into the pigs' trough, 
and the frog, it not devoured by the pigs, 
made a bee line for the spring branch. 
Nobody was blamed, for everyone knew 
th a t the covers of the jars did not lit 
and th at frogs and snakes were to be 
expected in a spring house. 
“These old fashioned refrigerators are 
everywhere to he seen in the valleys of 
the Ozarks and fulfill the same purpose 
that they did when Missouri was a te r­ 
ritory."—-St. Louis (I lobe-1 HMnocrat.

PR IN TIN G ON T IN . 


M yriads of Decorated Boxes and Cans 
Produced A nnually. 


W ithin 
comparatively 
recent 
years 
there has come to be 
done 
a 
great 
am ount of printing on tin iu m aking the 
innum erable decorated cans and boxes 
used iu m arketing various m an u factu red 
products. 
P rin tin g on tin is done from m etal 
plates of zinc or alum inum , but more 
commonly from stone blocks. 
It is com­ 
monly done iu twro or more colors; with 
the use of only two colors the effect of 
three m ay be produced by leaving a p a rt 
of the bright tin exposed. 
M any boxes 
or cans are printed iu three or four, or 
half a dozen or even a still g rea ter num ­ 
ber of colors. 
E ach color m u st be print­ 
ed on the tm separately; nobody lias yet 
invented a multicolor press for printing 
on tin. 
Of course tin does not absorb ink as 
paper does, and so printed 
tin plates 
m ust be dried. 
As the printed plates 
come through on the press they are ta k ­ 
en off the stone one by one and stood sep­ 
arately in a movable rack th a t will hold 
about tw enty plates. 
As fa st as racks 
are tilled they are rolled into a kiln for 
drying, a process that may require from 
one to two hours. 
And the plates m ust 
be dr»etl in this m anner every tim e they 
< ome off th e press, which wouid be, for 
example, six tunes if they w ere printed 
in sir colors.

others—art, 
ethics and religion. 
And if we allow 
tha t the one is only

touched with emotion, the other three 
are surely suffused with it through and 
through. 
And the relation of music to 
all three of them a s surely needs no ar­ 
gument in its proof. 
For music is itself 
an art, it is a potent influence upon 
character, and it is of the very essence 
of religion. 
Hut being us much more than sound 
as poetry is more thau words printed 
in black ink upon white paper, the char­ 
acter of music as au art is bey ond cavil, 
and any likening of its effect to that 
of food upon the pa la te is supremely 
ridiculous.

who would go so fa r ns to call it the 
highest of the arts, holding with Pater 
tha t every other art “ constantly aspires 
toward the condition of music,” which is 
“ the true ty pe or mea sure of perfected 
art.” —-Dial.

The Richest Beds Ever Found Among 
the Islands Now Being Worked. 


It wa s thought a few y ea rs a go that 
all 
the 
phosphate and guano beds 
of 
the Pacific islands after y ielding millions 
of dollars worth of fertilizers were at 
length ex hausted. 
This view' ha s been 
changed by new discoveries. 
The largest phosphate industry that 
the Pacific ever sa w is now iu progress 
011 two neighboring islands, the German 
island 
of 
Nauru, the 
most 
southern 
atoll of the Marshall group, 
and the 
British island of Bauaba. 
Hundreds of 
islanders as well as Chinese and J a pa ­ 
nese laborers are working in these phos­ 
phate diggings, and though the industry 
is stnl very y oung it is y ielding over 
L’000 tons of prepared 
phosphates 
u 
y ear. 
The" y ield is increasing a s la st as 
improvements are made in mining the 
rock and in fa cilities for shipping it. 
The beds in these two islands seem to 
be similar in the quality of the rock, and 
though their thickness has not y et been 
a scerta ined the quantity of phosphates 
is enormous. 
Numerous 
borings 
ha ve 
been made all over Nauru, which com­ 
prises about 5 000 acres. 
These borings 
were not meant to ascertain the total 
phosphate content, but merely to deter­ 
mine if there wa s enough of the rock 
to pr.y for the erection 
of 
ex pensive 
works. 
They were sunk, therefore, only to a 
depth of ten to fifteen feet. 
The Ger­ 
mans report tha t under the superficial 
earth trie entire 50(H) am*« are covered 
with phosphate beds to a depth of at 
least ten or fifteen feet, and they do 
not know how much deeper the beds 
ma y go, for they ha ve 
not 
ex plored 
low er levels. 
They add tha t it will take some gen­ 
erations to remove the phosphates a l­ 
ready revealed. 
The two 
companies, 
Germa n and British, tha t secured con­ 
cessions to mine the rock, ha ve joined 
their interests and are working together. 
The outside public has nothing to do 
with their enterprise ex cept to buy the 
product. 
When the Gorman 
tlag wa s 
raised 
over Nauru, twenty -two y ea rs ago, the 
15(H) natives had no relations with the 
whites ex cept to sell their cocoa nuts for 
brandy and wretched firearms supplied 
bv two or three unscrupulous traders. 
The Germans stopped this trade, but it 
wa s long before the real wealth of the 
little island was discovered. 
Now a great transformation has come. 
La rge steel framed buildings in which 
the rock Is prepared for commerce have 
been erected, an iron pier has been ex - 
tnded out into the 
sea 
bey ond 
the 
breakers, and lines of steel tracks lead 
down from the mines to the pier. But 
the rock is as y et taken out to the a n­ 
chored 
steamships in small boats and 
the Germans have little hope of disca rd­ 
ing this primitive method. 
They sa y the 
surf runs too high for ships to tie up 
ut a landiug wharf.—New York Sun.
